‘which would kill papa if they reached 
his ears.” 

Furthermore, the testimony showed, 
she lived with a man named Holbrook 
as his wife in Chicago and that in San 
Francisco she gave testimony before 
the grand jury which led to the indict- 
ment of J. Parker Whitney, a wealthy 
clubman, on @ white slavery charge.

|GERMANS LOSE 
93 PLANES IN 
- DAY?’S FIGHTING 


Foe with Bombs 
and Bullets. 


LONDON, April 13.—Sixty-two Ger- 
man aircraft were brought down yes- 
terday in bitter fighting over the bat- 
tle lines, tonight's official statement on 
British aerial operations announced. | 

According to the French official re- 
port received here tonight, thirty-one 
German planes fell in battles with 
| French airmen. 

In addition to the destruction of en- 
emy planes, British bombing and low 
flying formations dropped thirty-six 
tons of explosives on German positions 
and fired more than 110,000 rounds of 
machine gun ammunition at masses of 
enemy soldiers. | 

During the night allied airmen at- 
tacked the Douai railway station and 
roads leading to the battle front near 
Estaires. | 

Mass Planes at Front. 
_ ™ Atmospheric conditions were favor- 
able Friday and a great concentration 
of our machines was effected on the 
battle front,” the statement says. “A 
large number of low fiying machines 
‘were employed in bombing and sweep- 
ing with. machine gun fire roads packed 
with enemy troops. Thirty-six tons 
of bombs were dropped and more than 
110,000 rounds of ammunition were 

“In the meantime other formations, 
fiying at a greater height, engaged the 
enemy planes, which were extremely 
lively in this sector.

PARIS, April 13.—The ministry of 
war issued the following report on avia-

“On April 12 our airplanes displayed 
great activity along the whole front, 
particularly in the regions of the 
Somme and the Oise. Our pursuit ma- 
chines carried ‘out more than 350 
sorties and fought 120 engagements. 
Eight enemy airplanes were brought 
down; twenty-three others fell within 
their own lines seriously damaged. 
Five enemy captive balloons were set 
on fire; five others, pierced by bullets, 
were obliged to drop precipitately to 
the earth. 

“Our bombing machines likewise 
carried out demonstrations. In the 
day of April 12 and the night of April 
12-13, a total of 48,000 kilos of pro- 
jectiles was dropped in the course of 
these expeditions, in which Italian ma- 
chines took part. aes 
“The railway stations of Jussy, 
Roye, St. Quentin, Nesle, Ham, Guis- 
card, and Noyon railways, canton- 
ments, and numerous convoys in these 
regions, as well as in the stations at 
Hirson, Laon, and Montcornet were 
copiously bombed. Several fires an 
explosions occurred.” 


- American Flyers Honored. 
_ Former flyers of the Lafayette esca- 
drille have greatly distinguished them- 
selves in air battles over the Somme. 

Capt. James Norman Hall of Colfax, 
Ia., and Lieut. Paul Frank Baer of 
Mobile, Ala., have been decorated with 
Distinguished Service crosses for bring- 
ing down five additional enemy air- 
planes. | 

Hall, leading a patrol of three ma- 
chines on March 26, encountered five 
enemy aviators. He personally de- 
stroyed three enemy two-seaters. 

Baer, on March 11, alone attacked 
seven enemy pursuit machines, de- 
stroying one, which fell ncrtheast of 
Reims.

FRANCE, April 13.—[By the Associat- 
ed Press.]--Yesterday’s battle was the 
first all-day struggle in which the 
American troops have been engaged. 
Two German attacks, which were de- 
livered in force against the American 


emy, including thirty-six prisoners left 
in the hands of the Americans. The 
American losses were slight. 

The fighting began with one of the 
most violent bombardments ever laid 
down in’ that secter. During Thurs- 
day night.the Germans kept up a. 
harassing fire, using many gas shells. 

The first attack began at abott six 
o'clock in the morning and was direct- 
ed against the French troops on the 
left flank of the American forces in the 
forest of Apremont. 

Drive Foe from Trenches. 

While this was going on the Ameri- 
can troops made a counter attack on 
the German line, moving forward be- 
hind a perfect curtain of fire. The en- 
emy, driven out of his trenches, was 
forced to fight in the open. | 

A deadly machine gun and automat- 
ic rifle fire was poured into the enemy, 
who offered stubborn resistance at first, 
but later retreated to their second 
line, hotly pursued by the American 
troops. Desultory fighting continued 
for several hours. | 

_ Forced Out of Lines. | 

The Germans again attacked at 11 
o’clock at a point further to the right. 
The American barrage fire cut them 
off, but the German officers drove their 
men through the exploding shelis until 
a few succeeded in penetrating the 
American front line. 

A counter attack, which was imme- 
diately launched by the Americans, 
ejected the enemy. The struggle con- 
tinued to sway back and forth for sev- 
eral hours, . . 

While the action was at its height 
the commander of an American ma- 
chine gun unit reported to his chief 
that all the machine gun emplacements 
had been shot away, but that “ every 
gun is working like hell.” 

Planned to Penetrate Far. 

The attacks were made by the reor- 
ganized remnant of 800 shock troops 
who failed to reach the American 
positions in their raid on Wednesday. 
Their ranks were filled out by picked 
men from other units. 

The German prisoners, who belonged 
to six different organizations, said that 
the attack was ordered to avenge the 
defeat administered to the enemy on 
Wednesday. 

Five of the prisoners were uhians, 
and all of the men taken were carrying 
haversacks well filled, as if in prepara- 
tion for a protracted stay in the Ameri- 
can trenches, corroborating the stories 
told by prisoners taken on Wednesday, 
who said that the Germans had been 
ordered to penetrate the American 
third line at all costs. — | 

Praise by French Officers. 

The American troops, although tired 
from nearly six days of infantry ac- 
tivity, went into their positions sing- 
ing and expressing their pleasure at 
an opportunity to fight in the open 
in preference to what they term 
“sewer fighting.” :

BRITISH ON OFFENSIVE 


WITH THE BRITISH ARMY IN 
FRANCE, April 13.—[By the Associat- 
ed Press.j—Between Bailleul and 
Neuve Eelise, the British assumed the 
offensive during last night, and, after 
bitter fighting, pushed the German 
lines back considerably. Neuve Egiise 
itself has been the center of a san- 
guinary struggle. | , 

The enemy last night dfove forward 
here and captured the village, but a 
eounter attack early today brought it 
back into British hands. A heavy en- 
gagement was in progress here this 
forenoon, and at least four German at- 
tacks were repulsed. 

The northern end of the battle front 
naturally continued to be the. center 
‘of interest, but on the south the com- 
bined British and French operations 
last night gave the enemy a hard 
knock. Hangard was recaptured in a 
dashing drive by. the allied troops and 
a footing was gained in a copse just 
north of this place.

NEW STEEL BEAM 
_ HELPS BUILDING 
CONSTRUCTION 


“Many buildings of the steel skeleton 
type are now being erected which, if 
it had not been for the business acu- 
men of Charles M. Schwab when he 
formed the Bethlehem Steel company, 
would probably have had to await the 
end of the war, or at least a year or 
two before they could be started,” says

To get a fluffy, delicious mashed po- 
tato, with least waste of time and mo- 
tion, use a wire masher, which will also 
serve as a whisk, that is, a utensil 
that will both break down and build 
up again. Using it with a. beating mo- 
tion, you can build up your potato toa 
fluffy smoothness and lightness, while 
mixing the seasonings in to perfection 
and changing to advantage the charac- 
ter just as beating the white of an egg 
changes its character. Such potato 
will be like velvet on the tongue and 
cannot choke you as you try to swal- 
low it. Potato may easily be one of the 
most choky of foods. 

As far as ingredients and expenses 
are concerned, two dishes of mashed 
potato may be identical, while as far 
as effect, fine or poor, is concerned, 
they may be as different as darkness 
and daylight, and this without any ma- 
nipulation except the beating. 

It is much easier to manipulate 
mashed potatoes in a pastry bag than 
most people imagine, so as to make 
borders around a steak or baked fish 


or any such dish. It is easy if pou get 


the right sort of mashed potate. At 


this time of the year this is a little 


more difficult than when potatoes are 
in the most perfect condition, but it 
can be done even today.

There are many other noble, artistic, 
and attractive works of sculpture in 


that have not been written of at length 
in these sketches, because they did not 
enter into the writer’s scheme of the 
work.

Of the persons presented in the se- 
ries, “How They Came to Be Statues,” 
nearly all were without financial means 
in their youth, and many continued 
in that condition all through life.

i THREE NEW ARRIVALS. 

HE three harbingers of ‘spring 
that have arrived in the market 
within the month are rhubarb, 
strawberries, and asparagus. The 

southern rhubarb has a vivid pink skin 

that is tender at this season of the 
year. This rose pink skin need not be 
peeled off, for it “dissolves” and re 
tains its color by slow cooking. Bear 


the skin may be pulled off are “ peeled.” 
Those from which the skin is removed 
with a sharp knife are “ pared.” 
Rhubarb is one of the most whole- 
some of all the productions of the gar- 
den that are used in pies, puddings, 
conserves, punches, etc.; it was com- 
paratively little known until the last 
twenty-five or thirty years. It is in 
season from April to September; during 
the latter month the juice is supposed 
to be at ita best for combining with the 
juices of other fruits that lack pectin, 
that most important element in fruit 
juices which causes them to jelly... 
Strawberries, too, are here and some 
of them acid and too high in price now 
to be used for preserving, jelly making, 
etc. However, a little later we shall 
have the home grown fruit for eich 
purposes, providing the sugar can be 
supplied in larger quantities for such 
use. If you cannot “do up” large 
quantities of fruit as we have been in 
the habit of doing, make up one recipe 
of each kind as it comes in season an 
it will be surprising what a fine variety 
of choice “winter goodies” may be 
placed in your store closét. — . 

Asparagus, that succulent, delicate- 
ly flavored vegetable, that is a great 
favorite because of the variety of de- 
licious viands into which it enters, is 
of slight food value. Fresh asparagus 
contains 94 per cent of water, fuel 
value 105 calories per pound. It is val- 
uable for its diuretic properties. It is 
highly prized for the delicacy of flaver 
it imparts to a cream soup made from 
the pulp and juice extracted from the 
spears after cooking in a comparatively 
small quantity of water. 

The following recipes for the use of 
these “three new arrivals” in the 
world of foods may prove helpful if 
their prices do not make them prohib- 
itive at this time of the year. They 
might be used judiciously for the pres. 
ent, and indulged in more freely when 
the home grown products arrive, which 
will surely cost less, 

Note: Margarine may be used tn the 
following recipes, in the place of butter. 


Line a pie pan with plain paste and 
fill with two and one-half cups of rhu- 
barb cut.in one-half inch pieces. Sprin- 
kle with one cup sugar and two thirds 
cup of seeded raisins cut in halves. 
Spread upper crust loosely over top, 
flute rim with fingers, and bake forty- 
five minutes in a moderate oven. The 
grated rind of one-fourth an orange is 
an addition to the flavor of this pie.

The ugly word “ bunch ” is going out 
of the vocabulary of flower arrange- 
ment, so much have we learned within 
the last few years from nature and 
from art. We now set a single rose in 
a slender vase of clear giass or float 
a stemless blossom or two on the sur- 
face of the water sparkling in a crystal 
saucer, or let the flowers come tum- 
bling, spraying out of baskets of ar- 
tistic shape and color that have water 
vessels cunningly concealed in their 
depths; or we pose them upright in 
low, flat bowls, their stems caught in 
odd Japanese flower  holders—little 
bronze fishes or turtles or discs of per- 
forated glass—making the loose, 
graceful clumps looks as if they simply 
grew that way... 

That is, we do all these exquisite 
modern things when we have time.

Flowers picked in the cool of the 
evening, especially delicate varieties, 
keep their crispness better. Succulent 
stems like pansies and violets should 
not be grasped in a warm hand If 
no gathering basket is handy, wrap a 
juicy weed stem round them, holding 
by that as a handle. ° 
A few bits of charcoal dropped in 
the water with cut flowers helps to 
prevent the stems disintegrating be- 
fore the beauty of the blossom is gone. 
Especially on chrysanthemums and 
asters the. water should be changed 
daily, and the stems should be washed 
under the tap and every bit of odorife- 
rous, water soaked foliage removed. 
A florist is quoted as saying that 
maidenhair fern will keep crisp for a 
week if the ends of the stems are

STARTING A NEW LAWN. 

_ LAWN with many bare spots 
was probably inadequately pre- 
pared and would best be made 
over entirely. In nature, plants 

grow. only by the inherent plant food 
which the elements and soil bacteria 
make available. They perish, decom- 


have used that successive crops may 


In that case, 
should be thoroughly incorporated with 


the manure and lime to build up the 
humus to at least six inches. 

In the case of clayey soils, the 
ground s be left in the rough, 
after s or plowing, for the dis- 
integrating action of the elements, 
during a period of two weeks. After 
that it is thoroughly hoed or harrowed, 
most easily done twenty-four to thirty- 
six hours after a soaking rain. Lumps 
that do not break up readily must re- 
ceive individual treatment. : 

A light dusting of bonemeal, or a 
thin coating of pulverized manure may 
then be profitably raked in while thor- 
oughly pulverizing the surface to the 
depth of the rake teeth. : 

The whole erea is then compacted 
with a heavy roller or some make- 
shift, such as described last Sunday. 

The soil is then lightly gone over 
again with a steel rake or drag har- 
row and made ready for seeding. 

Cheap grass mixtures can generally 
be depended on only to provide an 
unending task of weeding. Weeds, 
quack grass, and clover in them soon 
crowd out such desirable grasses as 


seeds and have them mixed to order 
in the following proportions: Ken- 
tucky bluegrass, 60 per cent; red top, 
39 per cent; white clover, 1 per cent. 

The red top serves as a nurse 
for the bluegrass. In sandy soil 
one-tenth to one-half the red top 
give place to rye. The bluegrass 
gradually crowd out the rest, except 
the white clover, and, if preferred, the 
latter may be left out of the mixture 
entirely. 

After thoroughly mixing the seeds 
divide the bulk in halves; use one-half 


garden lines tnto equal parallel 
strips. Half the seed is divided into a 
corresponding number of portions and 
each portion made to sow one strip 
once over. The lines are then set at 
right angles to the first sowing and 
the other half of the seed is used in 
the same manner. P | , 

One pound of the mfxture will sow 
@ square rod (sixteen and one-half feet 
each way). This is at the rate of 160 
pounds to the acre, a liberal sowing 
making full allowance for failure of 
part to germinate. The sowing must be 
done on a calm day, preferably when 
rain is forecast. ; 

The seed sown, gently stir small 
areas with the rake teeth, avoiding all 
raking or sweeping motion, roll or 
tamp lightly, and cover with light 
brushwood, particularly the. portions 


If no rain occurs within ten days 
from sowing, the ground should be 
lightly sprinkled between 10 a. m. and 
2 p.m. When the grass is an inch 
high. select a dry day to roll or tramp 
heavily once more in ortler to make the 
ground firm and even and to promote 
deeper rooting.

There“Wwas the desire for domestic peace, which is 
stronger in Ireland every day, the sense of duty to 
the allied cause, the keen distress at the confused 
figure which Ireland presents to the world, and, above 
all, the strange destiny which is in charge of Irish 
history.”

One consequence of this enormous in- 
crease in export of dairy products ie that 
milk has gone.up in price. The increase 
in price of milk paid by the consumer 
and the increase in the price paid to the 
farmer since 1906 is almost in pruportion 
to the increase in the price of other 


them. Milk, formerty the cheapest of all 
foods, is now almost on a par with other 
foods. One dollar will not buy as many 
calories or as much protein tn the shape 
of eggs or sirloin steak as it Will in the 
form of milk; but, on the other hand, 
there are many foods which are cheaper, 
calorie for calorie, and protein grain for 
grain, than is milk. One factor to be 
taken into consideration is that no waste 
is trimmed from a pound of milk, as is 
the case with beef, chicken, eggs, and 
vegetables, and when we consider that 
milk ts all net the present price must 
be regarded as reasonable. As price 
‘fixing has not extended to bran, cotton- 
seed meal, and hay, or to all dairy 
products, the outlook is that the price 


ticularly if the war contimues and ships 

enough can be provided to carry the 

and condensed milk across 

the water.

The great difficulty tn establishing a 
milk price Is to get the consumer to buy. 
Before the New York mayor’s commit- 
tee on milk the testimony offered was 
that with ghe increase in price of milk 
the use of milk dropped off 25 per cent 
for the city as a whole, while in the 
parts of town inhabited by the poorer 
people it fell off 50 per cent. In an in- 
vestigation of 2,200 families made by the 
Association for Improving the Condition 
of the Poor it was found that whereas a 
year before they used 4,797 quarts daily 
they only used 3,193 quarts daily after 
‘the price went up. In 807 families 266

Although it is not a perfect 
food for children of that age, it is much 
the best foundation on which to build a 
diet. Children from 3 to 15 years of age 
‘can do without milk, but to. have them 
Go so would increase the amount of 
tuberculosis and nutritional diseases, 

If within the next year the effects of 
deficient use of milk by children shows 
itaelf plainly, the food administrator 
may issue an order that no milk be used 
in cooking, the making of ice cream and 
candy, that no adult be allowed to use 
milk except on the prescription of a 
physician, and that as much of the milk 
supply as is necessary be commandeered, 
or what will amount to the same thing,

Dried milk selis at a price which is

Its use for 
feeding children ts becoming widespread 
in Europe. Physicians there who are 
using it for baby feeding make good re- 
ports on it. There is no reason why 
the price should be higher’than that 
of liquid milk. The cost of drying should 
be moe than offset by the saving 
through better marketing methods. 

The use of condensed and evaporated 
milks and of miik gewers will increase 
rapidly when the people have more con- 
fidence in them. To gain this confidence 
there should be better Inspection of milk 
intended for condenseries and dry milk 
factories. The same can be said of the 
inspection of the factories themselves 
and their products. : 

Children older than 18 months should 
have a pint and a half of whole milk 
If good liqufd milk cannot be 
obtained, the equivalent amount of 
canned or dry milk should be used.

But- 
terine contains It both because some milk 
fat is incorporated with it and the 
growth principle is found in the animal 
fats except that from pork. Nut mar- 
garines do not contain it except as they 
get it from animal fats incorporated in 
it. The beef gravies, drippings,.and suet 
puddings so much In use in Europe sup- 
ply this principle in the needed quanti- 
ties. The growth principle is found in 
spinach, turnip greens, mustard greens, 
and other varieties of greens. With older 
children these vegetables can replace

I @ not wish fo defend myself, I do want, however, 
to give the reasons why every honest, democratic German 


| must at the present time fight his Own government. Ger 


man Socialists and Russian followers of Lenine maintain 
that the war is an outcome of the éapitalist system. Ao 
cording to their views all the governments were nothing 
but the servants of this wicked system; therefore they are 
all equally responsible for the war. Consequently, the 
Socialists summon the workers of all lands to Hse in & 
revolution. This seems to them the way to avoid the re 
currence of such a catastrophe 

The spread of this theory ts very agreeable to the Ger 
man government. If ail governments are equally respon- 
sible, then the destruction of Prussian militarism is not 
the nevessary objective of the war, and we may as well 
conelude ahy sort of peace at any time. The hopes of the 
civilized worid can, according to this view, be left to some 
vague futgre revolution. It is easy to understand why 
the German government is willing to give passports to 
such international conferences as are held at Stockholm; 
the adoption of some such theory as Is advocated there is 
the only possible means of hushing up the inquiry into the 
responsibility for the war and so securing a meeenrnanste 
which will leave Wilhelm II. in power. 

* * 

HAT is the truth about this matter? In my books 
I have tried to make clear that this is not pri- 
marily a capitalist war but a dynastic one, I 
have, I think, proved conciusively that the crime of start- 
ing it rests with crushing weight on the shoulders of the 
present German government. The genera] statement that 
the war is due to “ the capitalist spirit” is just as difficult 
to prove as that it ts a resuit of a “ biological law,” or “ race 
antagonism,” or “the wrath of God for the sins of the 
world.” Such general notions are of no practical value,

But such a starting point we find instantly if we examine 
the traditions and privileges of our “King by grace of 
God.” Before capitalism was, there was royalty; before 
private property existed there was the royal right to war 
conquest. A capitalist may be a very good man. He 
may enjoy seeing his employés prosper. But that is not 
his main concern. He is running his business to make 
money. Just So a king carries on war—for his own benefit, 
not for that of his capitalists. Offensive wars tre, with 
the possible exception of colonial wars, primarily dynastic 
rather than capitalistic enterprises.

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ROADS IN FLORIDA. L 
Tarpon’Springs, Fla., April 6.—[Auto- 
mobile Editor of The Tribune.]—I 
imagine that some information about 
the condition of Florida roads may be 
of interest to your readers, especially 
those who are intending to come to the 
state. ‘I have just come over these 
roads and have found them good in- 
deed. eS : 
Beginning at Jacksonville, the first 
run is to St. Augustine, a stretch of 
forty miles. This is all brick except 
the first few miles. It is a fine, level 
run and can easily be done in two 


hours. 
From St. Augustine south to Day- 


tona is a run of seventy-three miles. | 


The first fifty-three miles are all good 
level brick road. Then comes nine 
miles of bumpy sand clay. This part 
is rough, but entirely safe at fifteen 
miles an hour. 

Next we pass over six miles of nar- 
row but smooth sand clay along the 


westerly across the new toll bridge 
over the Halifax, one turns again to 
the south on the west bank of the 
river and runs for five miles over 
smooth asphalt into North Beach ave- 
nue, Daytona. This run is from St. Au- 
gustine to Daytona is readily done in 
four hours; in fact, many do it in three. 

I followed the west branch of the 
Dixie highway from Daytona. Leav- 


ing South Beach avenue at Sixth street | 


(a well marked corner), the road for the 

‘st nine miles is fairly smooth sand 
clay in good condition. 

Now come fourteen miiles of fine brick 
road through a rolling country which 
brings one into Deland. Here are seen 
the first flourishing orange groves, and 
they seem to be in fine condition. 

From Deland the highway leads 
south twenty miles over good sand clay 
and brick roads to Sanford, the center. 
of a most prosperous truck gardening 
country. About fourteen miles south 
of Deland the highway crosses the St. 
Johns river over a toll bridge. 


From Sanford the route runs south- 


ward for twenty miles, all on new 
brick road through Altamonte and Win- 
ter Park to Orlando, where the lake 
country begins. This run from Daytona 
to Orlando is about sixty-eight miles, 
and there is not a mile of bad road. 
“Three hours is ample to make the trip. 

From Orlando to Tampa is ninety- 
seven miles. The rotte is through | 
Kissimmee, Haines City, Florence 
Villa, Winter Garden, Bartow, Lake- 
land, and Plant City. These are all 
places of interest to northerners. The 
roadway is all good brick or asphalt, 
except nine miles between Kissimmee 
and Loughman, which has been grad- 
er for brick but is now heavy sand 
going. We did it on direct speed at 
tifteen miles an. hour, so it is not bad. 

One enters Tampa through its east- 
ern suburb, Ybor City, which is de-
